Mr. Frank beeame interested in the 
coal fields of Alberta through 8. W, 
Gebo, managing director of the €an- 
No 89jadian-American Coal & Coke eom- 

pany of this place and in the early 
months of 1901 came to The Pass at 
the request of Mr. Gebo to investi- 
gate with a view to investing. He 
was shown the present property of 
the Canadian-American company on 
which there was then only a prospect 
hole and was sc pleased with the sit- 
uation that he advanced the $30,000 
necessary for the purchase of the pro- 
perty. He provided the funds with 
which to begin development opera- 
tions and the work of making a mine 
commented. That was the inception 
of coal mining in The Pass. 

The site of the town of Frank was 
at that time covered with bush. Dur- 
ing the summer the site was eleared 
and in early fall the town was open. 
ed and was given Mr. Frank's name. 
Iu November of that year, Mr. Frank 
organized the Canadian-American 
company and continaed at its bead 
as president until May of the present 
year when he disposed of bis interests 
in the company to the French share- 
holders who are now in coutrol, 

Probably the thing which did most 
to direct Mt. Bank toward his grave 
was the slide. Upto that time he 
had always enjoyed good health but 
from the day of the slide he was a 
changed man. He seemed to feel 
the loss of Iffe in that terrible catas- 
trophe most keen!y and woold often 
be heard to say tha} the destruction 
ef property was as nothing to bim, 
that he weuld willingly have given 
the rest of his fortune if by so doing 
it would have saved the lives of those 
who perished,
